RESIDENTS of Bowhayes Lodge, 
Crewkerne had a special guest at the extra 
care scheme run by Yarlington Housing 
Group, when Mary the donkey, from the 
Elisabeth Svendsen Trust for Donkey 
Sanctuary, visited last week.

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Railway site complaint 

MISTERTON Parish Council has written a 
letter of complaint the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate objecting to what they feel was total 
disregard of their views and desire to have 
input into a recent site inspection follow¬ 
ing an appeal against development of the 
site next to Crewkerne railway line. 

Chairman David Welch said: "I have writ¬ 
ten a complaint in reaction to the ludicrous 
allowance of the appeal against refusal to 
allow building of 16 dwellings on the site 
adjacent to Crewkerne Station. 

"There was a near accident on the bridge 
while the inspector was on site, yet she has 
decided to override the views of the High¬ 
ways Agency and SSDC that the exit would 
be dangerous. It actually provides the vil¬ 
lage with a new accident black spot far 
more dangerous than anything we cur¬ 
rently have in the area. We are advised that 
a complaint is the only recourse we have, 
other than an appeal to the High Court." 

The site inspection was scheduled with¬ 
out the knowledge of the councillors and 
when they found out the day before, they 
were refused a postponement to allow the 
most important people to attend.

Council appeal to save reserve suksxs 

an important land matter. 

A property owner in 
East Street has made an 
application to the Land 
Registry claiming owner¬ 
ship of a parcel of land, 
which the council be¬ 
lieves belongs to the 
town.The area in ques¬ 
tion is part of the Bin- 
combe Beeches Nature 
Reserve. 

The land shown on the 
plan shaded green on the 
map is at the foot of Bin- 
combe Hill backing on to 
the gardens of properties 
on East Street. It is 
claimed that the land has 
been fenced-in and ex¬ 
clusively occupied as pri¬ 
vate property to the 
exclusion of the public 
since May 1987. 

In order to challenge 
the claim Crewkerne 
Town Council requires ev¬

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Health minister visits one stop-clinic 


MINISTER for Health, Simon Bums, met general prac¬ 
titioners, nurses and diabetic patients from Somerset at 
the new South Petherton Community Hospital on Mon¬ 
day, August 15 th. 

Mr Burns had an opportunity to talk to both clinical staff 
and representatives from Diabetes UK, about the growing 
number of people now being diagnosed with the condi¬ 
tion. 

There were 19,200 patients diagnosed with diabetes in 
Somerset in 2007. This is predicted to rise to more than 
28,000 by 2017. 

Welcoming the minister to South Petherton Hospital was 
chairman of Somerset Clinical Commissioning Group, 
Dr David Rooke, NHS Somerset’s director of Primary 
Care Development, David Slack, and lead for diabetes 
with NHS Somerset, Rachel Levinson. 

During his two hour visit, Mr Burns was particularly im¬ 
pressed in the way diabetic patients from South Somer¬ 
set’s rural towns and villages are now able to attend a 
one-stop clinic at the hospital. 

The clinic, which consists of a multi-disciplinary team of 
nurses, podiatrists and diabetic specialists, offers advice, 
treatment and support to patients with more complex 
health needs. 

Mr Burns then visited patients attending a Diabetes Ed¬ 
ucation Group. The group offers fellow sufferers of the 
condition mutual support and training from a diabetic 


specialist nurse. By sharing information on how to better 
manage their condition, doctors and nurses hope to see 
less patients experiencing the complications of diabetes 
which includes heart disease, sight loss and even ampu¬ 
tation of limbs. 

Commenting on his visit, Mr Burns said: “It has been 
great to see how well GPs, specialist nurses and organi¬ 
sations like Diabetes UK are working together here in 
Somerset to improve the support and treatment to diabetic 
patients, many of whom live in some of the most rural 
parts of the county. 

“I have also seen some of the real benefits of providing 
education to patients in order that they might better man¬ 
age their diabetes and reduce their risk of serious ill 
health. This is real patient empowerment and something 
that improves the quality of patients’ lives. This means 
NHS staff can free up their time to treat patients with the 
most complex health needs.” 

Thanking Mr Burns for visiting Somerset, Dr David 
Rooke, commented: “GPs are seeing a growing number 
of patients with early onset of diabetes. We are meeting 
this challenge by working in a thoroughly integrated way 
with specialist diabetic nurses, fellow health profession¬ 
als and the voluntary sector. 

“The services we now offer are popular with patients and 
have been shown to deliver real clinical and cost bene¬ 
fits.”

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History uncovered in the cemetery

A SMALL crowd of inter¬ 
ested local people gathered 
at Townsend Cemetery in 
Crewkerne as the engine of 
a World War II Spitfire 
(AD 189) was raised from 
about 15 feet underground 
where it had been buried 
since March 12th 1942. 

The excavation was or¬ 
ganised by the Marches 
Aviation Society for a film, 
commissioned for viewing 
on BBC 2, about the pilot’s 
life, with history presenter 
Dan Snow. 

Returning to base from a 
routine convoy patrol south 
of Brighton the spitfire had 
run out of fuel and the 


pilot, 21 -year-old Freder¬ 
ick David Schofield of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, 
elected to bail out one mile 
from Crewkerne. Flight 
Sergeant Schofield landed 
safely, suffering only slight 
shock and was fit to return 
to duty the next day. The 
programme will cover the 
story of Mr Schofield and 
his missions including a 
second bale out in France 
during the war. 

An operation to recover 
the plane was undertaken 
on March 30th 1942 when 
the fuselage, wings and 
ordnance were removed 
and Spitfire AD 189 was

struck off charge by the 
RAF. The remainder was 
too deeply buried and has 
rested in the cemetery 
grounds until now, becom¬ 
ing a bit of a local legend. 

Old boys of the grammar 
school had told many tales 
of the plane and taken a 
few trophy finds but the 
exact location of the re¬ 
mains within the unused 
part of the cemetery was 
uncertain and a previous 
test trench had revealed 
nothing. Retired farmer 
George Thomas, one of the 
Old Boys had been 
adamant as to where it was, 
but no one realised just 
how deep the impact had 
taken the engine. Mr 
Thomas was present for 
the dig. 

The presence of the tele¬ 
vision crew and its popular 
presenter was added ex¬ 
citement for Crewkernian 
Kerry Peters and her fam¬ 
ily who already had an in¬ 
terest in the project. Her 
husband Nigel is the super¬ 
intendent at the cemetery. 
The family, including chil¬ 
dren Makenzie and Cade 
got to join in with cleaning 
up some of the smaller 
parts and were even al¬ 
lowed to keep the oil 
pump, Mrs Peters said her 
children were looking for¬ 
ward to going back to 
school with their first-hand 
information and photo¬ 
graphs. 

She added: “The film 
crew were all really nice 
people and the kids found 
it fascinating, I just think 
it’s a shame more people 
from the town didnft come 
up to watch, it’s our history 
afterall.” 

Permission had to been 
granted by the Diocese of 
Bath and Wells which had 
no objection to the planned 
recovery, on the conse¬ 
crated ground as the loca¬ 
tion of the engine was 
nowhere near any existing 
graves. A licence to exca¬ 
vate the aircraft was also 
received from the Ministry 
of Defence Service Person¬ 
nel and Veterans Agency 
and Gareth Jones, of the 
Marches Aviation Society, 
confirmed that an officer 
from the Fire Arms Au¬ 


thority was also on site al¬ 
though no ammunition was 
found. 

David Cuthbertson was 
asked to represent the 
church on the day and was 
given the job of an intro¬ 
duction and prayer before 
the dig commenced, 

Mr Cuthbertson said: “As 
the driver of the huge cater¬ 
pillar digger fired up his 
beast, we all waited, as he 
began to excavate an area 
approximately 15ft x 10ft 
at about 6ft down, evidence 
of the aircraft began to sur¬ 
face the yellow tip of a pro¬ 
peller blade, part of the gun 
sight, part of the oil pres¬ 
sure gauge and other small 
artefacts, at about 10 feet 
down part of the pilots seat 
appeared. 

“Suddenly his bucket hit 
something that sounded 
different, again the mem¬ 
bers of the society de¬ 
scended into the hole and 
this time we were all re¬ 
warded when they shouted 
eitis the engine!. Slowly the 
soil and rock were care¬ 
fully removed from the 
area and the Merlin Engine 


was exposed, it was then 
obvious, that the aircraft 
had hit the ground verti¬ 
cally and when the engine 
hit the bedrock, the two 
banks of cylinders had split 
apart, what we saw was a 
V shaped engine. 

“Although there was a 
sense of satisfaction, that 
the project had been a suc¬ 
cess, there was also a sense 
of disappointment that it 
was only the engine and 
that the RAF recovery 
team had done such a good 
job in 1942. 


“As, I left the site at 
round 3pm, the engine was 
beginning to be cleaned 
and John Wyatt was saying 
that the propeller hub with 
the remains of the three 
wooden blades would be 
presented to Crewkerne 
Museum. 

“ I felt very privileged to 
be part of this historical 
event, I am sure that Dan 
Snow will make it interest¬ 
ing and exciting and I look 
forward to watching it on 
BBC 2 .”

CHARD Intentional Peer 
Support Group, led by 
Julie Matthews, has been 
developing a new project 
since last November with 
the help of other organisa¬ 
tions and funders. Re¬ 
cently they launched this 
new venture called 
WATCH (Working All To¬ 


gether in Chard). 

The support group mem¬ 
bers have been working on 
a new mosaic and pre¬ 
sented a book about their 
journey through mental ill¬ 
ness. The group is now 
embracing anyone who 


feels excluded from the 
community in general, 
whether it be through men¬ 
tal illness, depression, un¬ 
employment, loneliness, 
drug and alcohol recovery, 
disability, or language bar¬ 
riers. All are welcome and 


the group encourage skill 
swapping and learning. 

The Mayor of Chard, 
Councillor Cathie Morri¬ 
son is a keen supporter of 
the project and said: il 
have been involved since 
the beginning when Julie 
first asked to use the 
building and was on the 
steering group. This is a 


very strong and positive 
group and I have seen 
people come out of their 
shell and find new confi¬ 
dence. When they started 
it was just for people with 
mental health issues now 
they support all vulnera¬ 
bilities and have set up a 
skill centre to help those 
who have been out of em¬ 
ployment for a while. This 
is a lifeline to create self¬ 
esteem and making bird 
boxes is as much about 
doing something positive 
and creative as trying to 
earn a few pennies. It is a 
wonderful project and I 
will support them as much 
as I can.” 

She was also talking to 
Aurelio Horta, the com¬ 
munity link worker from 
South Somerset District 
Council who said he was 
trying to set up a Por¬ 
tugese association to cre¬ 
ate better cultural 
exchange and understand¬ 
ing between the local pop¬ 
ulations. 

MP David Laws was 
among the special guests 
at the launch and was 
given a tour of the work¬ 
shop where the members 
had been making bird 
boxes. Carpenters John 
Porter and Paul Druce part 
make the bird boxes, so 
that workshop clients can 
assemble and paint them. 
Mr Porter has been mak¬ 
ing wooden items like the 
bird boxes for different 
charities for more than 25 
years. This primarily pro¬ 
vides therapy for people 
attending the workshop, 
improving their sense of 
usefulness and self-worth. 
They build and decorate 
the bird boxes which, in 
turn, are sold to raise 
funds for the group. The 
wood for the bird boxes 
was kindly donated by 
B&Q and local tradespeo¬ 
ple in Chard. 

Mr Laws said: “The Big 
Society is not just about 
the Government saving 
money and fobbing off all 
the work on you lot, it’s 
also about engaging the 
community in a way that 
can deliver better services. 
Thatfs why Ifm particu¬ 
larly pleased that youlve 
taken this initiative and 
Ifm very keen to do any¬ 
thing I can to support 
you.”

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Ian forges his own path in the art world

CHARD sculptor Ian Ed¬ 
wards is living proof that 
extreme dyslexia does not 
have to be a barrier to suc¬ 
cess. 

Now a much sought after 
sculptural artist, Ian has re¬ 
cently finished exhibiting 
with top names like 
Damien Hirst and Banksy 
at the Bloomsbury Art Fair 
in London. 

Ian went to school in 
Axminster followed by 
boarding school in Credi- 
ton. Despite special tutor¬ 


ing, he couldn’t grasp the 
academic basics and said 
he didn’t really do any¬ 
thing at school. “I didn’t 
understand art and wasn’t 
so interested in drawing 
but I liked form and mak¬ 
ing things; it felt like I was 
in a state of bliss whilst 
making.” 

After school, he was lucky 
to be able to take an ap¬ 
prenticeship as an orna¬ 
mental wood carver with 


Ray Gonzalez at Wade- 
ford. Ian continued: “When 
I was older I always 
wanted to go back to that 
state of bliss and expected 
to find it working there. I 
felt incredibly lucky to 
have worked with Ray but 
I found wood itself and the 
rules of restoration carving 
too restrictive. 

“I took a year out then set 
up a studio in my mum and 
dad’s garden, where I 



started to sculpt and carve 
animals. 

“I wanted to be able to sell 
more than one of things so 
that led me on to bronze 
casting. From there I 
slowly built up and did 
more and more sculpting, 
then I started teaching. I 
love helping others and 
mentoring.” 

For someone who can still 
barely read or write Ian’s 
spoken vocabulary is very 
fluid and extensive. When 
he is working in his studio 
which is now on the Mill- 
field trading estate, he 
plugs into his iPod, puts on 
ear defenders and shuts out 
the world but he is not lis¬ 
tening to music, he only 
listens to inspirational 
speakers. Ian attributes 
some of his artistic success 
to his inability to be aca¬ 
demic, believing it made 
him more able to focus on 
his passion for form, leav¬ 
ing his mind somehow less 
cluttered. 

He sculpts in clay and then 
the pieces are cast in 
bronze which he then ex¬ 
periments with using heat 
to create extensive patina- 
tion effects. He now also 
has an employee who does 
the fettling and polishing 
work. 

Originally focussing on an¬ 
imals and birds, the tal¬ 
ented sculptor has more 


recently turned to figura¬ 
tive works in symbolic 
poses which, he said, were 
the closest he had come to 
expressing himself through 
his work. 

His favourite piece is titled 
The Calling, a male figure 
rising from the roots of a 
tree which symbolises his 
personal journey. 

Ian said: “Through suffer¬ 
ing comes the calling, the 
calling to awaken. The fig¬ 
ure screams because the 
ego, the small self within 
has awakened. It deepens 
you. It is really a revisiting 
to an earlier piece of a fig¬ 
ure carving itself, the self- 
creating from itself. 

“I feel a sense of huge grat¬ 
itude to have the opportu¬ 
nity to do this, I have gone 
without to get here and this 
is just amazing. I get up in 
the morning and this is 
where I want to be. 

In the beginning, I picked 
up a sculpture one day and 
walked into a gallery to see 
if they would sell it , I 
never looked back. Now I 
want to do less gallery 
work and have more exhi¬ 
bitions and I really love in¬ 
spiring and encouraging 
others to focus with their 
own work. My children 
can read and write better 
than I can but I have all the 
skills I need, I am very 
happy.”

C REWKERNE man 
Garion Woodcock 
went to Peru this 
year to help a charity who 
build better homes for the 
poorer families of Peru 
and give young children a 
step up the education lad¬ 
der. 

Quest Overseas, the 
charity which connects 
people with gap year proj¬ 
ects in Africa and South 
America are still talking 
about the original 
fundraising method of Mr 
Woodcock, after he com¬ 
pleted 950 roly polys in an 
hour and 25 minutes from 
Crewkerne’s Market 
Square to the railway sta¬ 
tion in May 2010. 

Thanks to the support of 
friends, family and passers 
he raised the £2,000 
needed to go to Villa 
Maria in Peru where they 
have one of the largest 
shanty towns in the world. 

There the charity was 
helping to construct homes 
for single mother families, 
replacing their plywood 
and cardboard shelters 
with homes made from 


adobe bricks. They also 
entertained and help to ed¬ 
ucate the children. 

Mr Woodcock, now 22, 
completed his four week 
trip and although he 
vowed never to try his fa¬ 
mous method of fundrais¬ 
ing again, he hopes to 
return to the project next 
year. 

He said: “I went to the 
city of Alto Trujillo which 
was nine hours north of 
the capital, the city itself is 
not very big and was quite 
pleasant but the slums 
were hideous, everything 
is desert and the adobe 
bricks crumble in your 
hands then when the rains 
come, the walls wash 
away. 

“We went out there 
mainly to do construction 
but as it was their summer 
and the bricks are mud 
which crumble in your 
hands due to the heat, 
there was not much build¬ 
ing being done at the time. 
We only helped build a 
higher security wall for the 
school, on some very 
dodgy scaffolding. 


“The rest of the time I 
was teaching basic Spanish 
in the summer school they 
had set up. The children 
were between four and 
seven and we were helping 
them to be able to move 
into the higher school. To 


pass the test they had to be 
able to count and do basic 
maths and know their 
vowels. I had learned a bit 
of Spanish before I went, 
but wish I had done more. 
It’s not like when you go to 
Spain and people speak 


English, when you go to 
Peru you have to speak 
Spanish. 

“I went into one of the 
houses in the shanty town 
and just living on a mud 
floor with a curtain to sep¬ 
arate living space from 
sleeping, was a mother 
with an infant about six to 
eight months old and two 
other children aged be¬ 
tween six and ten. Yet they 
were the most happy peo¬ 
ple on earth, always smil¬ 
ing, it was incredible and 
inspiring, it really does 
show that money doesn’t 
make you happy; it can 
just make things easier. 

“I thought before I went 
it would hit me hard and be 
very emotional but when 
you are among them it 
seems somehow natural. 
There is plenty of food in 
the country because of the 
jungle but not all of them 
have enough money to buy 
it. We would give the chil¬ 
dren bananas every day 
and you could tell the 
poorer ones because they 
would take some home for 
their mothers. Dental hy¬ 
giene was very poor as was 
hygiene in general but the 
charity has a dentist who 
visits periodically. 

“They didn’t live 
amongst greed and show- 
offs they lived in a close 
knitted community where 
you look out for one an¬ 
other, all the kids come to¬ 
gether and play together. 
The mothers stand outside 
their homes watching the 
children, preparing food 
and gossiping. 

“The charity is going 
from strength to strength 
and is having a great im¬ 
pact on the lives of the 
children and their families, 
also as a side project they 
are trying to show the 
mothers how to be self- 
sustainable by making and 
selling things and giving 
them basic levels of educa¬ 
tion. There is a very long 
way to go for the country, 
but now the government is 
getting involved and char¬ 
ities are coming together 
and helping one another. 

“Hopefully in the next 
few years with the right 
funding, things will get 
bigger and better. Another 
fantastic charity doing 
amazing things for chil¬ 
dren is mysmallhelp.org 
which I saw there, they are 
desperate for donations 
and volunteers. 

“I hope to go back out 
next year and see the chil¬ 
dren I taught and helped to 
get into the higher school. 
On their last day we had a 
face painting day and gave 
them all new school bags. 
It was an incredible expe¬ 
rience and definitely 
changed me. I’d recom¬ 
mend it to anyone.”

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KEEN gardener Simon Land has swapped his wheelbarrow for a bicycle to take 
the classic trip from John O'Groats to Land's End in order to raise money for the 
Yeovil branch of the Samaritans, where he is a regular volunteer. 

The 24-year-old took his apprenticeship in countryside management at 
Kingston Maurward and has been working at the Cricket St Thomas former 
wildlife park which is being restored to original lakes and gardens for the last 
two and a half years, whilst studying one day a week for his diploma at East 
Lambrook Gardens. 

He is very excited to be working at the famous Cricket St Thomas gardens at 
a time when the major restoration project has been in progress. 

Simon has also been a member of the Crewkerne Running Club for about 
three years and is the club captain, helping to organise events such as the 
Crewkerne Nine. 

He began volunteering at the Samaritans over a year ago and is keen to help 
the charity as each branch has to raise their own funds for running costs and 
since announcing his intent to ride the 950 miles from Scotland has already 
raised around £1,300 thanks to his friends and colleagues. If you would like to 
sponsor him go to www.jusgiving.com/simonland. 


• WHY did you join the Samaritans? 

I really love my gardening but felt I 
needed a new challenge and a different 
direction away from work. I didn't know 
everything about the Samaritans until I 
went to an information evening, such as 
the outreach work at accident and emer¬ 
gency, prisons and schools. Not every¬ 
one realises that you can ask for third 
party call backs too - if you are con¬ 
cerned for someone in crisis, we can call 
them. 

• HOW did you get on with the volun¬ 
teer work? 

I have personal reasons for joining, I was 
a bit worried that at only 24 I did not 
have enough life experience but I am not 
the youngest there and the training and 
support you get is second to none, we 
don't advise and anyone can listen. You 
live life in your own little bubble some¬ 
times, it has totally opened my mind and 
is one of the best things I have ever 
done. I consider it a real privilege to be a 
Samaritan, you speak to some very 
courageous people out there and some¬ 
times you do deal with some pretty hor¬ 
rific and upsetting stuff but there is a 
whole network of people who care for 
the volunteers. They ask you for one 
three hour shift a week and a couple of 
all -nighters every couple of months. 

• WHAT made you decide to do the 
ride? 

IT has been on my "to do" list for a num¬ 
ber of years and it's one of those things 
if you are not careful "one day" never 
comes. I decided to get my finger out 
and made the decision in April but kept 
it to myself and quietly trained on the 
bike for the last few months. I have been 
managing 70-80 miles at the weekends 
and about 30 in the week. I don't like 
asking for money and am not much for 
limelight but am making an exception 
for this and have been amazed by the 
support from everyone. 

• HOW long will it take you? 

It should be 11 days at 85-90 miles per 
day. I am going solo with no back up so 
have to take everything I need and have 
booked my accommodation along the 
way so I know I have a decent bed every 
night. I will finish on Thursday, August 
25th - my family and some of the Samar¬ 
itans will be waiting for me. 

• IS GARDENING in your family? 

We are all fairly outdoor people and my 


mum did a lot of gardening when I was 
younger but I wasn't particularly inter¬ 
ested then. I just love the outdoor work 
and the plants, I know I am never going 
to earn big money at it but it's more for 
the love. 

It has been a great opportunity working 
at Cricket, we had a designer from Lon¬ 
don, Kate Gould, who came down to 
help with the restoration, it's great to be 
a part of that. 

• HOW is the restoration work going? 

We have done a lot of work, the last of 
the animals left back in January.The clos¬ 
est you will see to animals now is us gar¬ 
deners and we have been reinstating the 
wood where the lemurs were. It took 
time to clear the old pens and fences, it 
was quite a big job and will take a few 
years to really settle down. We have two 
more gardens to create; the otter garden 
and another rockery. 

• WHAT type of garden do you like 
yourself? 

I am more of a flowers man and I like 
tropical stuff and grasses, something 
that gives the wow factor. I have been 
given the new grotto area to look after 
and I am never happier than when I am 
down there. 

• WHY did you join Crewkerne run¬ 
ning club? 

I started running with a friend just to 
keep fit, he suggested we join the club 
and I got hooked and when he left I 
stayed. It is very much a social club, al¬ 
though we have some serious runners, 
we welcome all abilities and don't take 
ourselves too seriously and have a lot of 
fun. 

• HAS your training for the cycle ride 
been very different? 

Cycling is easier than running because it 
is not high impact, not so hard on the 
knees but harder on the back over long 
distance. 

• IF you could meet anybody whom 
would you choose? 

I know he is very controversial but de¬ 
spite public opinion I have a huge re¬ 
spect for David Icke, he has inspired me. 

• IF you won the lottery what would 
you like to do? 

I would love to set up my own garden 
from scratch, I like gardens that have a 
magical mystic feel with grottos and wa¬ 
terfalls that cascade. 
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Crewkerne man fulfills childhood dream 


C REWKERNE born author Henry Buckton has 
written and produced a DVD which tells the story 
of Somerset at War. The film takes a geographical 
tour around the county, visiting places that have a con¬ 
nection to Somerset’s war effort, including several in 
south Somerset.

pillbox that stood on the corner of the school field, which 
has long since been demolished, although another still 
exists on the Yeovil road near Wadham School. 

He also remembers digging up bullets at the old Home 
Guard training ranges on the edge of Henley Copse. An¬ 
other place he vividly recalls and which he visits in the 
film, is the church of St. Mary the Virgin at East Chin- 
nock where there are a group of beautiful windows

crafted by Gunther Anton, a Luftwaffe airman shot down 
over England during the war, and incarcerated at the Pris¬ 
oner of War camp at Houndstone in Yeovil. 

After the Herr Anton inherited a stained-glass factory 
in Germany and he made the windows in appreciation of 
the friendship he was shown by local parishioners while 
a prisoner and working on a local farm. 

The historian also takes a trip to the wartime aerodrome 
at Merryfield, just outside the village of Ilton, which 
played an important part during D-Day. Mr Buckton 
said: “This was the base of the 441st Troop Carrier 
Group of the United States Army Air Force, who were 
equipped with C47 Douglas Dakota Skytrains and 
Waco gliders. On D-Day, these aircraft would carry 
elite pathfinders of the 82nd and 101st US Airborne Di¬ 
visions to their designated dropping zones near the 
town of Ste Mere Eglise in order to seize and hold 
strategic points in preparation for the main beach land¬ 
ings later in the day. 

“When the Americans first arrived at Merryfield the 
airfield itself was still under construction, but never¬ 
theless training soon got under way, as the Skytrain 
pilots towed the gliders around the Vale of Taunton 
both day and night practising for what would happen 
on the big day. 

Shortly after midnight on the 6th of June 1944, 
Skytrains with Waco gliders in tow took off from 
Merryfield carrying men of the 501st Parachute In¬ 
fantry Regiment to Normandy. Ninety-one aircraft 
punctuated the dark Somerset sky with their twinkling 
lights, and at around 1:30 they began to disgorge the first 
pathfinders over their drop zones. More than 1,400 would 
be ferried from Merryfield that night into the Normandy 
battlefields. 

“On June 7th, another 50 Skytrain and glider combina¬ 
tions took off from the airfield shortly after seven o’clock 
in the morning, this time carrying further troops, and 
equipment, such as jeeps, mortars and ammunition. Back 
at Merryfield a medical reception area was 
established ready to receive and process 
wounded soldiers. A fleet of ambu¬ 
lances waited to take the more se¬ 
riously injured to Musgrove Park 
or other American hospitals 
and over the next few weeks 
the roads between the aero¬ 
drome and these became in¬ 
creasingly busy.” 

Today Merryfield is of a 
satellite of the Royal Naval 
Air Station at Yeovilton, 
where helicopter pilots learn to 
take off and land their machines. 

Donyatt Halt is also included in 
the historical tales, where the statue 
of Doreen the evacuee by the artist Ian 
Edwards sits on the platform. Because 
of its predominantly rural aspect, the 
county of Somerset was one of the 
prime locations to which evacuees were 
sent at the beginning of the war. Doreen arrived at Dony¬ 
att Halt with the first wave of children, but among the

of war, were Tony Brown and his twin brother Terry aged 
seven, who are interviewed in the film about their expe¬ 
riences. Tony came from Essex originally but now lives 
in Chard. 

Mr Buckton added: “Donyatt Halt is also inter¬ 
esting as here we see pillboxes, road blocks 
and tank obstacles called dragonfs teeth, 
which were all part of the stop line to 
hold the Germans back if they had in¬ 
vaded the country at Lyme Bay and 
pushed north towards Bristol. 

“The Stop Lines were initially 
manned by troops garrisoned in 
the area supplemented by the 
Home Guard. However, after a 
number of exercises revealed flaws 
in their defences, and following the 
departure of British troops in the 
West Country to make way for the 
Americans, they were largely aban¬ 
doned. After the war, farmers on whose 
land pillboxes stood were offered £5 for each 
one they could demolish. Although they

Since the German event became part 
of the Rally World Championship in 
2002, Citroen, Sebastien Loeb and 
Daniel Elena have never been beaten 
and have run up a string of eight victo¬ 
ries. 

Having won the last seven rallies this 
season, Citroen has also pulled out a 
lead of 65 points in the Manufacturers' 
World Championship classification. 

Sebastien Loeb and Daniel Elena who 
emerged victorious in Rally Finland at 
the end of July, lead the Drivers/Co-dri- 
vers rankings by 27 points.

Skoda breaks 200mph barrier 


SKODA's Octavia vRS has become the latest 
member to join Bonneville's legendary 200 
mph club. 

The 500 bhp 'salt spec' challenger - built to 
celebrate the tenth anniversary of the iconic 
vRS performance flagship badge - pushed its 
way through the 200 mph barrier, four days 
ahead of schedule. 

In doing so the car, dubbed the 'vRS Bon¬ 
neville Special', has become the fastest 
SKODA ever. 

The Octavia vRS achieved an impressive 
195.69 mph on its first run of the day. On the 
car's sixth official outing at Bonneville Speed 
Week (13-20), the Octavia vRS propelled itself 
to an impressive 202.15 mph. 

Ahead of the event at the world famous salt 
flats the brand's UK technical team -who pre¬ 
pared the car in Milton Keynes - arrived in Salt 
Lake City, Utah to finalise months of hard 
work and preparation. 

In an environment where bhp is king and 
traction loss is your nemesis, the car under¬ 
went a rigorous dyno programme with the 
assistance of performance software and tun¬ 
ing outfit specialist REVOTechnik. 

Driven by journalist Richard Meaden, the 
Octavia had demonstrated its potential on 
Sunday, August 14th, powering its way to 191 
mph securing all four speed licenses required 
before heading to the magical 200 mph bar¬ 
rier. 

Robert Hazelwood, Director for SKODA UK, 
said: "Months of rigorous planning, testing 
and preparation have all been worthwhile. 


"At 13:24 on Monday, August 15th, we took 
our Octavia vRS past the 200 mph barrier. The 
entire team has done an outstanding job. Our 
special thanks go to Richard on an incredible 
drive. 

"This marks another exciting milestone in 
the brand's motorsport achievements and is 
a great way to celebrate ten years of the vRS 
range and commemorate 110 years of 
SKODA's participation in motorsport." 

With four days remaining the team is now 
focusing their efforts on closing the gap on 
the 2.0-litre production car record which 
stands at 216 mph. 

The Octavia vRS Bonneville Special 

The car is a factory-fresh production Octavia 
vRS, with some changes made to improve 
aerodynamics and performance. 

That includes lowering the ride height to 
run almost 80mm closer to the ground and a 


new sub-frame which houses a race prepared 
intercooler. It retains its production-standard 
2.0-litre four-cylinder TSI petrol engine, with 
the standard turbo replaced with a large unit 
from respected component firm Garrett. 

Generating over 500 BHP, and producing 
30+ PSI of boost pressure, the Bonneville Oc¬ 
tavia vRS drinks high-octane race fuel (with 
water methanol mix) rather than unleaded 
petrol. 

The unique racer has been built to stringent 
Southern California Timing Association (SCTA) 
safety regulations, which means a reinforced 
roll cage, parachute, fire extinguishers and 
window cage. 

Since its launch in 2001, vRS has captured 
the hearts of UK motorists who enjoy the 
thrill of sports car driving. 

Since then, the UK has become SKODA's- 
largest market for the Octavia and Fabia vRS 
with more than 12,000 cars sold since launch.

ANTHONY Jackson is on a mam¬ 
moth journey for charity across all 
sorts of terrain to the capital of 
Mongolia, on a Chinese built Sinnis

So far he's ridden all the way from 
Goodwood in England 7,000 miles 
through 11 countries on his way to 
Mongolia. 

Currently Anthony and the 
Apache have made it to Barnaul - 
his last city in Russia before reach¬ 
ing the Mongolian border, saying"! 
travelled across France, Belgium, 
Germany then into the Czech Re¬ 
public, through Austria, Hungary, 
Slovakia, then Poland... Ukraine and 
now Russia." 

Riding as much as 14 hours in a 
day and covering as much as 2,500 
miles in just four days, both bike 
and rider are being tested like never 
before. 

He's been chased away from 
campsites and forced to wait at bor¬ 
ders for days as he chose not to pay 
the $1,000 to $2,000 fines for appar¬ 
ent'invalid paperwork'but he's kept 
his nerve and made it through with 
just the delay. 

The only issues he has had with 
the bike, apart from the school boy 
error of running out of fuel in Ger¬ 
many, has been with a fork leg. An¬ 
thony managed to damage it when 
servicing the bike in a car park, but 
was fortunate enough to get a re¬ 
placement part from a local dealer 
in the Ukraine. Very handy consid¬ 
ering he doesn't have a support ve¬ 
hicle. 


Describing the current leg of the 
Mongol Rally Anthony says: "Russia 
has been tough, hot, dirty, smoggy 
and literally thousands of trucks try¬ 
ing to push you out of the way! 

"Police everywhere, there's 
nowhere to buy food just filling sta¬ 
tions. I'm coughing up black dirt! 
I've covered most of southern Rus¬ 
sia in a few days, am very tired but 
bike's been great!" 

Anthony says the quality of the 
roads has been degenerating 
throughout the journey, and they 
actually disappeared when he 
crossed the last border to Mongolia, 
saying: "Unfortunately the border 


I'm registered with has very bad 
roads... i.e. none." - so this is when 
the challenge steps up a gear!

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Disappointment for Bluebird Electric team 

Bad weather hampers land speed record challen ge

S INCE 1924 the Campbell family have 
used the Pendine sand in Carmarthen¬ 
shire, Wales as the home for their Bluebird 
record attempts. 

During the weekend of August 13th and 
14th, Don Wales - grandson of the cele¬ 
brated Malcolm Campbell and nephew of 
Donald Campbell - and his son Joseph re¬ 
turned to the iconic seven-mile stretch of 
beach in an attempt to add another entry 
to the history books. 

Organising a Land Speed Record attempt 
is an epic logistical feat before a wheel has 
even turned. 

The team has faced countless hurdles in 
their quest for speed; delayed component 
parts, cancelled runs, tight budgets, limited 
testing and too few hours in a day. 


Not to mention the inherently short win¬ 
dow of time between low tides at Pendine 
and the unpredictability of the weather. 

Saturday, August 13th wasn't just the 
2011 Bluebird Electric's first time on Pen¬ 
dine, it was only the second time Joe Wales 
had got behind the wheel of the vehicle. 

Weather conditions on the day hampered 
the exploratory runs but provided plenty of 
valuable experience for the young driver. 

A blue sky on Sunday put the Bluebird 
team in good spirits and Don was keen to 
give Joe the opportunity to enter the 
record books himself. 

Sadly, the return leg of a fast outward run 
was brought to a premature end. Limited 
visibility within the cockpit of Bluebird and 
an alarming slide towards the sea at speeds 


in excess of 10Omph caused the car to 
bounce severely on the uneven surface and 
hit a soft pothole of sand. 

The resulting impact damaged the 
bodyshell, steering components and dis¬ 
connected a bottom wishbone. 

Only Joe's natural talent for car control on 
soft sand and quick reactions meant the 
damage on impact was as minimal as it was 
and that Jo was un-harmed. 

"When you can't see the ground in front 
of you for 60 metres or 70 metres you're in 
trouble before you've seen it," said Don 
Wales after the accident. 

Unfortunately, incoming tides meant the 
car could not be repaired on site in time to 
run again. 

Bluebird Electric is the culmination of 
months of tireless effort from the engineers 
at Bluebird Automotive with valuable assis¬ 
tance from the University of Bristol, 
Swansea Metropolitan University and Tirius 
Ltd. 

Bluebird is powered by 300 Nickel-cad¬ 
mium Vented cell batteries, channelled into 
two Brushless permanent magnetic motors, 
each producing 200kW of peak power and 
a total of IIOONm peak torque. 

But Bluebird would not have even been 
able to attempt a record at Pendine if it 
weren't for support the support crew from 
the Discovery Owners Club and a team of 
volunteer Fodders who cleared the beach 
of debris before Bluebird could run. 

More than 50 enthusiasts gave up their 
weekend to ensure the beach - also used 
for live testing by the Ministry of Defence - 


was safe. The Bluebird team also want to 
thank everyone who turned up over the 
weekend to show their support, and spon¬ 
sors Castrol, Aggreko, Bluestone, Goodyear, 
Dura, Ford, Southern Springs, Dickies, Phase 
Vision and Honour Motorsport as well as 
the countless other local businesses who 
contributed to making the effort possible. 

Despite the unfortunate circumstances of 
the weekend, Don Wales remains optimistic 
that Bluebird Electric will return to Pendine 
for another shot at record breaking: "We'll 
take the car back to Pembroke Docks and 
see what need to be fixed and where we go 
from here. 

"We're a small team with a lot of volunteer 
help and severely struggling with finance. 
Hopefully we can secure sponsorship to en¬ 
sure the project still has life in it. But the 


important thing is that Joe is well." 

There will be a number of opportunities 
to see Bluebird after the Pendine Speed tri¬ 
als. The public can get up close with the ve¬ 
hicle at this year's Ecovelocity Low Carbon 
Motor Festival from the September 8th- 
11th at Battersea Power Station and on Re¬ 
gent Street as part of the RAC Future Car 
Challenge on Saturday, November 5th.

Don't cut corners with your insurance 


A POLL carried out by breakdown and road safety organisa¬ 
tion GEM Motoring Assist today revealed that a shocking one 
in three UK drivers knows someone who has either driven, is 
driving or has considered driving without motor insurance.

David continues, "Despite many motorists being aware of 
these consequences, it is shocking that so many drivers know 
friends or family who have driven without insurance or who 
have even considered doing so. Plus, if motorists take the risk 
of driving without insurance it is also likely that they have 


failed to tax or MOT their cars or indeed even gained a valid 
driving licence." 

However, car insurance can be confusing and not all unin¬ 
sured motorists are intentionally breaking the law as some 
drivers unknowingly take out the wrong level of insurance 
cover.

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Silverstone Classic sets new Jaguar record 



T HE 2011 Silverstone Classic 
(July 22nd-24th) broke many 
records, but the biggest acco¬ 
lade for the event comes after 
Guinness World Records con¬ 
firmed that a new record was set 
for the 'largest parade of Jaguar 
cars'when 767 Jaguar E-types took 
part in a special parade lap of the 
Silverstone Grand Prix circuit. 

On-track, a total of 1,104 race car 
entries and a crowd of 80,000 
across the weekend ensured that 
the Silverstone Classic proudly 
lived up to its claim of being the 
'the world's biggest classic motor 
racing festival'. 

But that was only part of the 
story for this sensational event, as 
thousands of classic cars packed 
into the Silverstone infield to be 
part of the world's biggest celebra¬ 
tion of automotive heritage. 

The 2011 event was the major 
celebration of the 50th birthday of 
the Jaguar E-type, first produced in 
1961. 

More than 1000 E-types were on 
site and the vast majority of these 
took to the Grand Prix circuit on 
Saturday for a unique parade. 

Although in excess of 800 E-types 
took to the famous grand prix 
track, the record of 767 is based on 


the number of participating cars 
meeting the strict record verifica¬ 
tion criteria. 

Getting over 800 gleaming E- 
types on and off the Silverstone 
track presented a considerable lo¬ 
gistical challenge and the result 
was an unrivalled display of one of 
the most beautiful sports cars ever 
produced. 

Owners came from across Eu¬ 
rope, from North America, Mexico 
and Australia to take part in this 
once-in-a-lifetime event. 

Among the parade were some 
very special examples of the E- 
type. These included famous E- 
types with registration numbers 
9600 HP, 77 RW and 848 CRY as 
well as the Lindner/Nocker low- 
drag racer. 

9600 HP is the oldest surviving E- 
type and the only 1960 prototype 
in existence. It was the original 
launch car, the 150 mph road test 
car and the subject of the book 
'The Most Famous Car in the 
World'. 77 RW is the earliest surviv¬ 
ing production roadster and an 
original press car. 848 CRY was the 
twelfth roadster produced and the 
most active racing E-type in 1961; 
it also appeared in the film The Ital¬ 
ian Job. 


The Lindner/Nocker low-drag 
lightweight racer was one of the 
12 original Lightweight E-types, 
raced in 1963/64 by Peter Lindner 
and Peter Nocker and the subject 
of a famous recent restoration. 

However, the Silverstone Classic 
was not just about the Jaguar E- 
type as over 7,000 classic cars from 
120 clubs filled the venue in a stun¬ 
ning display of automotive design, 
development and passion. 

Many of the clubs present were 
celebrating anniversaries, includ¬ 
ing 75 years of the Bentley Drivers' 
Club, 25 years of the BMW M3 with 
the BMW Car Club UK, 60 years of 
the Morgan Sports Car Club, 75 
years of the BMW 328 with Historic 
BMW, 50 years of the Porsche Club 
GB and 50 years of Reliant sports 
cars with the Reliant Sabre and 
Scimitar Owners'Club.

Why they are allocated a place in the Northern 
Area while North Petherton compete in the Western

In any event, under the captaincy of abrasive back 
rower Parsons, they improved to be the best side in 
the Somerset Premier Division by the end of last sea¬ 
son, although they ended the campaign in second 
place, and I felt at the time that they certainly had 
the ability to make a mark at Western Counties level. 

With Parsons remaining at the helm, I still hold that 
view although they will be without the services of 
Neil Douglas who was far and away the best mid- 
field back I watched last season. He has decided to 
stay in New Zealand. Scott Johnson too has left the 
fold, making the rather shorter journey to Crewk¬ 
erne. 

Both will be missed but, if Chard, as a unit, can con¬ 
tinue to play with the same degree of skill and in¬ 
tensity that they showed in April, they need fear no 
one in the higher division. 

After a few seasons in the doldrums, CREWKERNE 
showed real signs of a revival last season, and will be 
hoping that the improvement in their fortunes will 
continue. Luke Hill continues in the role of captain 
and he has been gathering his flock together and 
preparing for the coming campaign. 

The club's avowed goal is promotion into the Som¬ 
erset League Division One and I would not bet 


against them achieving it. I would certainly back 
them to better last season's fifth place finish in Divi¬ 
sion Two (South). 

They too have been putting in the hard yards at 
training and will feel that, with the additions to their 
squad and the experience gained last season by the 
other members, they are in a position from which 
they can challenge. 

Locally speaking, the 2011/2012 season is making 
something of a staggered start, with the Devon and 
Somerset clubs playing their first league games on 
September 3rd, while the clubs over in Dorset begin 
a week later.

Nothing can be taken 
for granted at this stage of the season however and 
their can be no room for complacency. 

While Crewkerne are on the road, Chard have a 
home fixture - they take on Gordon League. The 
Gloucestershire club, although not the side they 
once were, will provide the home side with a very 
real test, doing the basics well and having an eight 
that will ensure that its backs get a fair share of pos¬ 
session. 

Both local clubs will have a far better idea of their 


prospects for the season by five pm on Saturday 
September the third. 

(Note: Chard have formed a Former Players Asso¬ 
ciation during the close season. Its aims are to sup¬ 
port the club, both financially and socially. (I might 
just keep an eye out for it. I have seen what can hap¬ 
pen when old players get together!) 

If Chard are to become a force in the Western 
Counties Division, they would be far better placed 
to do so if their second side was playing at a higher 
level, week in week out. 

They ended last season in a comfortable mid table 
spot in the Somerset League Division Two (South). 
They too start their current campaign on the first 
Saturday in September with a game at their Tor 
counterparts.They should win this one and need to 
do so if they are to put down a marker for promo¬ 
tion. 

Whatever else, the 2011/2012 season promises to 
be an interesting one, at both international and local 
levels. I think that, if both local clubs can remain in¬ 
jury free, they can have successful campaigns. Let's 
hope they can do so.
